Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 3, and 5-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior arts of record teaches a periodic control signal configured to drive an actuator 
having a rotatable mass such that the mass rotates to produce a vibration having a magnitude and a 
frequency, wherein the magnitude of the vibration is independent of the frequency of the vibration and 
the on-time of the periodic control signal is determined based on a selected frequency of the vibration and 
the on-time of the control signal is determined using a first method when a selected frequency of the 
vibration is below a predetermined threshold frequency and is determined using a second method when a 
selected frequency of the vibration is above the predetermined threshold frequency.
